Furthermore, in 1951 Jun- 
iata will celebrate its seventy-fifth 
anniversary. 


Dr. Ellis expects to commence 
this work early in 1944, at which 
time he will be teaching in the 
Bible department of the college. 
He will be assisted by Mrs. Anna 
Groninger Smith, who is well 
known to Juniata alumni and 
friends. 
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Which Peace Plan? 


Dr. F. A.M cKenzie, Professor Emeritus of Sociology 


Editor’s Note: A reprint of an edi- 
torial which appeared in the Hunting- 
don Daily News on October 8, 1943. 

DWIN L. JAMES in the New 

York Times called our atten- 
tion to the perhaps 50 plans for the 
post-war world advocated by per- 
haps 150 organizations, and asks 
whether such a number of plans is 
not 49 too many. “Many of them 
have no chance whatever of reali- 
zation and to that extent the 
thought and effort being put be- 
hind them is likely to be wasted.” 


Should not every individual and 
every organization have equal 
freedom to say what he or it de- 
sires? Certainly, nevertheless 
governments, organizations, and 
individuals must finally realize 
that human planning must keep 
within the limits set by the logic 
of history and the laws of human 
nature. There is an ongoing of his- 
tory as inexorable as the flow of a 
river, and at critical times that 
flow is as mightly as the Father of 
Rivers in full flood. The sand bags 
with which we control it are as 
playthings or as mere grains of 
sand to the onrushing waters. 


In illustration of this idea Mr. 
James says, “There is not the 
slightest, possibility at all that this 
country or Great Britain will agree 
after this war to an international 
regime based upon a world parlia- 
ment empowered to act indepen- 
dently of their national govern- 
ments or without veto power by 
those national governments, * * * 
It just isn’t going to happen and 
effort spent in that direction is not 
only effort frittered away but 
worse than that.” 

All this prepares the way for a 
consideration of the fundamental 
principles on which any successful 
plan must be built—some of them 
obvious and universally granted, 
some of them not so clear. 


In the first place there are only 


two types of force which can bring. 


' concord or absence of war among 
nations—physical or military force 
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and moral force. People can be 
coerced by military power or they 
can spontaneously be so much in 
accord that they will have no de- 
sire to fight. 

Historically the size of the group 
in which peace is spontaneous and 
morally self-supporting has grown 
through the centuries—grown ex- 
ceedingly slowly down the ages 
from the family to the tribe, to the 
league of tribes, to the province, to 
the state, to the vast union of states 
such as the United States. It looks 
as though shortly the spontaneous 
peace which makes war between 
the United States and Canada un- 
thinkable and impossible might 
expand into a similar conscious- 
ness between all of the English- 
speaking nations. This is the kind 
of peace which has any elements 
of permanence about it. The area 
within which peace by moral force 
can prevail is the area of common 
ideals and genuine mutual con- 
fidence in the integrity of all the 
people within that area. 

_ Therefore, keep in mind the in- 
tensity of devotion to a given ideal 
or set of ideals which brings cer- 
tain nations into an agreement for 
peace and also the number of 
ideals or purposes which constitute 
the objectives of the peace organi- 
zers. Generally speaking, the 
strength and permanence of the or- 
ganization will lessen with every 
added purpose and with every in- 
crease of complexity of organiza- 
tion. Only those nations of great 
like-mindedness can hold unitedly 
to many purposes or can build a 
complex organization with safety. 


In general the probably success- 
ful league of peace will have a 
simple or even a loose organization, 
having only one purpose in mind, 
an intense joint determination up- 
on the part of the given group of 
nations, to subordinate all their 
international relations to the prac- 
tice of peace, that group being 
made up of like-minded people 
who believe in the ideals and in- 


tegrity of each other, The inner 
core of organization for world 
peace will then consist of this like- 
minded group of nations which can 
give by their very nature valid 
guarantees of peace so far as war 
by any of them against any other is 
concerned, and which will also give 
guarantees of united defensive pro- 
tection against any attack upon 
any of its own members from out- 
side. When such a peace league is 
inclusive and strong enough to out- 
weigh any and all outside powers 
that might otherwise be inclined to 
attack some member of the peace 
league the whole league will be im- 
mune from war. Its example and © 
its power will also tend to bring 
the whole world into the practice 
of peace. 


This core organization might 
well, in the writer’s opinion, in the 
beginning consist of the English- 
speaking nations, because they 
have a greater homogeneity of 
language, political history, and 
achieved democracy than can be 
found outside. The next layer of 
nations would consist of the other 
democracies of Europe. Other 
groups would follow in due order. 


Prior in logic to these organi- 
zations, however, the inevitable 
cooperative group for the determi- 
nation of the condition of peace 
after this war must be, will be, the 
four nations now carrying on the 
war, They can, and I believe all 
four of them determinedly and sin- 
cerely will, pledge themselves to 
the outlawry of war as between 
any of them or as between or 
against any of the lesser powers 
whom the latter admit to their 
councils and joint determinations. 
I believe that is about as far as this 


‘crucial organization ought to go. 


Within this framework of mighty 
world power, there should be abso- 
lute freedom for any nations which 
so wished to league together for 
additional functions and additional 
governmental organization as their

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Elis Inauguration 


R. CALVERT N. ELLIS, 23- 

AB, became the sixth presi- 
dent of Juniata College on October 
23, succeeding his father, Dr. C. C. 
Ellis, 98AB. At inaugural cere- 
monies held in Oller Hall, the 
president emeritus inducted his 
son into office. Presiding at the in- 
augural exercises was Joseph V. 
Kline, 13AB, chairman of the in- 
auguration committee. The Rev. 
Tobias F. Henry, 26AB, pastor of 
the Stone Church, gave the invo- 
cation, and Dr. Ross D. Murphy, 
12AB, pastor of the First Church 
of the Brethren in Philadelphia, 
pronounced the benediciton. 


In his acceptance address the 
president declared the purpose of 
the small liberal arts college to be 
the development of habits and at- 
titudes. Those he emphasized were 
wholesome self-respect, intellec- 
tual curiosity, and Christian faith. 
To this end instructional methods 
must be improved and emphasis 
upon effective counseling increas- 
ed, for a college can not be unre- 
constructed in a world undergoing 
general reconstruction, said the 
president. 
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Pres. V. F. Schwalm, Trustee Joseph V. Kline, Dr. Robert E. Speer, Pres. Calvert N. Ellis, President Emeritus Charles 
C. Ellis, and Pres. Paul S. Havens. 


Dr. Robert E. Speer, 20LittD, 
international Christian leader, was 
the guest speaker at the inaugural 
ceremonies. In his address he dis- 
cussed four criteria whereby the 


Christian college can discover a 


solution to the current confusion 
of life and thought. The criteria 
are regard for the tradition of the 
past, sense of trusteeship for the 
future, return to basic realities, 
and evaluation of all issues by the 
mind of Christ. 


Official representatives attend- 
ing the inauguration, introduced 
by the chairman, were Dr. Paul 
Swain Havens, president of Wilson 
College, who was present as a rep- 
resentative of the College Presi- 
dents Association of Pennsylvania, 
and Dr. Vernon F. Schwalm, 43- 
LL.D, president of Manchester 
College and representative of the 
General Board of Education of the 
Church of the Brethren. 


In a short speech at the inaugu- 
ral luncheon given President Ellis 
by the board of trustees, President 
Havens praised Juniata for its 
stand for sound learning plus 
sound character. He termed the 
new president: “An able son of a 
distinguished father, a loyal son of 





Juniata, and a worthy son of the 
great Christian church.” 


President Schwalm, speaking at 
the luncheon, brought greetings ~ 
from the Board of Education of the 
Church of the Brethren, from Man- 
chester College, and from all sister 
colleges of Juniata. 3 


_Other speakers at the luncheon 
were the Hon. Thomas F. Bailey, 
37 LL.D, who spoke as the repre- 
sentative of the friends of Juniata 
in Huntingdon; Dr. Robert E.

He stressed the 
importance of the church’s moving 
into the arena where the issues of 
the world are being contested, of 
its furnishing the ethical and moral 
standards for our civilization, of 
its serving basic material needs, 
and of its meeting the primary re- 
sponsibility of spirtual minister- 
ing. 
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The Business of the Liberal Arts Collage

Editor’s Note: A digest of the address 
delivered at the Alumni Council Din- 
ner, October 22, 1943. 


LL OF US are born with cer- 
tain pre-fabricated equipment. 
If we are normal, we are born with 
the apparatus for certain physical 
functions. We have the ability, as 
Huxley puts it, to feed, grow, and 
reproduce. If we are normal, we 
are also born with certain instincts. 
We have the desire for self-preser- 
vation and the desire for social ap- 
proval. We likewise have many 
other capacities: capacities for love 
and hate, for mental improvement, 
and for manual dexterity. 


But there is one thing none of us 
is born with, and that is a sense of 
values. There are a few people, it 
is true, who never get a sense of 
values, in which case they come to 
view all things as resting on a dull 
equilibruim of sameness. Eventu- 
ally most people do get a sense of 
values. The trouble is that they 
temporize with values, inverting 
the scale at every behest of expedi- 
ency. Or they get the wrong stand- 
ard of values altogether, devoting 
their lives to ends which are in no 
way defensible. 


Characteristically, the American 
people have given themselves to 
two ends, usually simultaneously. 
Most people have found the high- 
est good in tangible wealth. Others 
have found social status as the end 
of life. There are two reasons why 
I think neither the possession of 
tangible wealth or the acquisition 
of social status is the proper end of 
life. In the first place, if these are 
the ends of life, they are the 
achievement of the few. If tangible 
wealth is the end of life, then only 
the wealthy are living the good 
life. Likewise, if social status is the 
criterion of the good life, the good 
life is the possession of the few. 
There is another reason why 
wealth and status cannot be the 
proper ends of human life. The 
only significant judgments that can 


be made about these assumed ends . 


must be made in terms of some- 
thing outside themselves. If these 
were the real ends of life, the end- 
ing ends, as Sir Philip Sidney calls 
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‘them, our judgment about them 


would depend wholly on their in- 
trinsic worth. 

The highest good of any living 
thing is to be found in the powers 
which belong to it uniquely. Man 
has two powers which differentiate 
him from everything else in crea- 
tion: his mind and his soul. These 
function together to create and 
control within him that which is 
his highest good, moral virtue. 
Virtue is the ultimate; there is 
nothing beyond. It exists just for 
its own sake. Although there is a 
prevailing tendency to view the 
mind and the soul as antagonistic 
to each other, they are really com- 
plementary. Only a cultivated 
mind can discriminate between 
right and wrong and between good 
and bad. Only a cultivated mind 
can think the thoughts of God after 
him. Only a sensitized soul can 
catch the subtle melodies of great 
art. Only a sensitized soul can hear 
a still, small voice. The virtue of 
man nourishes itself upon equal 
measures of mind and soul. There 
is no variance between them. 


When virtue is recognized as the 
proper end of human life, all other 
things fall into their proper places. 
Should attention be given to tang- 
ible wealth? Certainly. To social 
status? Certainly. But not as ends 
in themselves. They must be seen 
as means, and only as means of 
life. Without an end like virtue 
wealth is only uncontrolled mo- 
mentum. Social status becomes 
only empty formality. If anyone 
makes an end of life out of any- 
thing else except virtue, he is mak- 
ing an end out of what is properly 
only the means of life. 


The penchant for the machinery 
of life is amazing. At the present 
time there is a superfluity of lurid 
advertising in our magazines pro- 
claiming the wonderful world we 
shall have after this war is over. 
It depicts a helicopter on every 
house-top, and automobiles more 
and more streamlined. If we have 
a better world after this war is 
over, it will be because we have 
more virtuous people, and for no 
other reason. Full production and 
full employment are mere shib- 


boleths, All that they will do is to 
perpetuate the economic system. 
We still have to determine what 
end they will fulfill, I speak cau- 
tiously and deliberately when I ask 
whether freedom is an end in itself. 
I should like to assert that liberty 
is a part of the machinery of life. 
There can be no freedom of re- 
ligion unless there are souls at- 
tuned to God. There can be no free- 
dom of speech unless there are 
speakers who are possessed of 
reason. 


The ‘colleges of America have 
shared in the confusion of values. 
Educational salesmanship has been 
one of the most opportunistic 
pieces of business practice in our 
history. Education has been sold as 
a rapidly compounding financial 
investment. It has been sold as 
social lubrication and as person- 
ality tonic. We spend most of our 
time teaching our students how to 
operate the machinery and give 
precious little time to the enrich- 
ment of their minds and souls. 


It is the primary business of 
liberal education, utilizing the hu- 
manistic tradition, to enrich the 
mind and the soul for the sake of 
virtue. If a liberal arts college can 
do no more, it should teach a stu- 
dent to discriminate between right 
and wrong, or rather between the 
right and that which appears to be 
right, the specious; between good 
and bad, or rather between the 
good and that which appears to be 
good, the pharisaical; between the 
beautiful and the ugly, or rather 
between the beautiful and that 
which appears to be beautiful, the 
tawdry. 


The impetus to liberal education 
today is coming from two groups of 
educational institutions, with nel- 
ther one of which I presume 
Juniata would wish to identify it- 
self wholly. Both groups are doing 
more than anyone else to sell 
liberal education to the American 
people generally. Both view liberal 
education as contributing to virtue. 
But they are poles apart. At one 
extreme is the group which says 
that virtue is wholly an intellect- 
ual thing rationally arrived at. At

The Juniata 
Sports Parade 


National recognition has come 
to Juniata’s current basketball 
team because of their upsets of the 
formidable University of West 
Virginia five and the towering 
Titans of Westminster and a sea- 
son tally of nine wins to six losses 
on the collegiate schedule. Sports 
fans will remember West Virginia 
as national champions in 1940-41 
and as runners-up in 1942-1943. In 
the current season they were un- 
defeated until the Juniata game 
on their own floor. Then, too, West- 
minster has accumulated one of 
the best college records in the East. 


Perhaps the major reason for 
pride in these achievements is the 
fact that the Juniata team has been 
selected from an enrollment of 
sixty-five civilian men students 
while the majority of the opposing 
teams have had recruits from navy 
and marine training units. With- 
out question the ’43-’44 edition will 
go down in Juniata sports records 
as a challenge to the 1917 and the 
1926 successful campaigns. 


To date the Indians have out- 
scored their opponents, 926 to 840, 
thus averaging 51.4 points per 
game as against 46.6 for the oppos- 
ing teams. Top scoring honors have 
been closely bid for by Hank Eis- 
enhart and Dick Wareham. With 
three games to go, Eisenhart holds 


a four-point lead, his total being 
275 with a game average of 15.2. 
On his heels in the second bracket 
is Wareham, totaling 271 and av- 
eraging 15.1. Other first string men 
stand: Gene Brumbaugh, total, 
182; average, 10.1; Fuzz Eisenhart, 
total, 115; average, 6.4; Bill Hunt, 
total, 62; average, 3.6. 

Early in the season Eisenhart 
tied the college record of 22 points 
scored in a single game, set by Ray 
Clapperton two years ago. Then 
Wareham pulled ahead to set a 
new record of 24 points, which he 
himself broke with 26 in the West- 
minster upset and later tied in the 
Ursinus game.

likeness of ideas and their mutual 
confidence shall warrant provided 
such organization is consistent 
with loyalty to the larger organiza- 
tion. 


No attempt will be made here, 
for lack of space, to discuss the 
sort of arrangements that might be 
made to cultivate and assure non- 
war between the leagues here de- 
scribed and any nation or league of 
nations temporarily or permanent- 
ly outside. What has been suggest- 
ed is simple enough to carry con- 
viction to all men, adequate 
enough to assure peace for the 
great mass of mankind for perhaps 
a century to come. Perhaps within 
that period mankind will have 
learned its lesson, and peace be- 
come the assured inheritance of all.

the other extreme is the group 
which considers virtue solely a 
concern of the soul, under no con- 
straints of the reason, Both commit 
a fundamental error. Let us hope 
that in the future we shall find a 
commanding position in American 
education a type of liberal arts 
education which will consider vir- 
tue as a concern of both the mind 
and the soul and which will fashion 
its program accordingly.

ORTY YEARS AGO, come September, a lad from Som- 

erset county arrived in Huntingdon, rode the two-horse 
omnibus from the depot to College Hill and its four buildings, 
and enrolled in the old Juniata Academy. Graduating in 1907, 
Will Judy entered Juniata College from which he received 
the A.B. degree in 1911. As an undergraduate, he was brilliant 
in debating, basketball, and track, winning two oratorical 
contests and four J’s. 

After graduation he “meandered and wandered hither and 
yon,” as he puts it; in adventure that took him westward and 
along the Pacific from Alaska to Mexico as ranchhand, lum- 
berjack, mucker, deckhand, and mule skinner. 

Settling down in Chicago in 1913, Will Judy was valedic- 
torian when he received the LL.B. degree from Hamilton 


College of Law in 1915. Though established in the practice of 


law as a member of Judy, Baldridge, and Blair, he volun- 
teered for the first World War, in which, during a year of 
service in France, he was cited for bravery in action, awarded 
the Silver Star, and promoted to a captaincy. Capt. Judy is 
past president of the 33rd Division War Veterans Association 
and a past commander in the American Legion. 

Following adventures into the lumber business and politics 
(unsuccessful Republican candidate for Congress from Chi- 
cago), he founded in 1921 the Judy Publishing Company, 
which publishes two monthly magazines: Dog World, an out- 
standing publication in its field; and Judy’s, a periodical of 
general articles and news comment. 

Will Judy’s interest in the canine world is inclusive, his 
knowledge of it encyclopedic, and his ardor for it intense. 
Among his books are Dog Encyclopedia, a standard reference; 


Training the Dog, now in its seventh edition; and Principles | 
of Dog Breeding. His Dog’s Prayer has been translated into 


a dozen languages. He is past president of the Dog Writers 
Association and general chairman of National Dog Week. 

For his college he became a charter member of the One 
Hundred Club, sponsors a student prize, and has served as 
president of the national Alumni Association.
